Improvements  to  Pre-War  Council  Houses 

The  Council  have  continued  its  policy  of  providing  water- closets  and 
bathrooms  to  these  older  type  properties,  41  of  which  remained  at  the  end 
of  1965.

Supplies  Other  Than  Country  Ma ins. 

A total  of  27  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Conway,  for  bacteriological  examination.  Ten  were  reported 
as  satisfactory  and  17  as  unsatisfactory.  In  all  cases  where  adverse 
reports  are  received,  occupiers  are  advised  to  either  boil  or  chlorinate 
the  water  before  using  for  human  consumption  and  domestic  use.

There  is  co-operation  between  the  County  Water  Department  on  matters 
arising  concerning  public  supplies  and  any  complaints  received  are  usually 
given  prompt  attention  although  discolouration  of  the  mains  supply  does 
occasionally  re-occur  in  some  parishes.

The  total  number  of  authorised  caravans  is  427  and  during  the  survey 
carried  out  in  July  and  August  the  caravans  on  sites  numbered  35 S.  Periodi 
visits  are  made,  particularly  to  the  larger  sites;  control,  maintenance 
and  general  management  are  satisfactory. 

There  is  an  increasing  tendency  in  some  parts  of  the  district  for  the 
touring  caravaner  to  use  lay-byes  and  roadside  verges  for  an  overnight  stay. 
The  Council  may,  in  the  near  future,  be  required  to  consider  providing  an 
'huthority  owned  site"  and  the  introduction  of  the  new  car  feriy  service  from 
Holyhead  to  Dublin  could  very  well  create  the  need  for  some  form  of  transit 
site.

The  Qouncil  placed  an  order  for  two  13/25  cubic  yard  fore  and  aft  tipping 
refuse  collection  vehicle  with  a view  to  introducing  a once  weekly  collection 
service  to  replace  the  present  fortnightly  arrangement  and  subject  to 
satisfactory  delivery  of  the  vehicles,  weekly  collections  will  comnehce  on 
the  1st  Aril,  1967. 

Owing  to  the  remoteness  of  Porthamel  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  suitable 
covering  material  which  in  some  areas  is  made  available  by  builders,  free  of 
charge,  but  conditions  on  the  tip  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  reasonably 
satisfactory. 

With  the  increase  of  housing  development  generally  throughout  the 
district  it  will,  no  doubt,  be  necessary  to  review  this  service  from  time 
to  time, 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

With  the  great  influx  of  holiday-makers  into  certain  parts  of  the 
district  the  Council  will  have  to  seriously  consider  the  provision  of  these 
essential  facilities,  especially  at  Llanddona  Beach  and  Newboroughj  Traeth 
Coch,  Malltraeth  and  Gaerwen,  also  being  treated  with  the  merit  they  deserve. 

Llanddona  Beach  - This  part  of  the  coat  is  increasing  in  popularity  and 
attracts  large  concentrations  of  people  and  cars  throughout  the  holiday 
season.  Sanitary  accommodation  is  non  existent,  resulting  in  the  misuse 
of  land  adjoining  the  foreshore.  The  present  unsatisfactory  condition 
could  constitute  a health  hazard  and  should  be  given  attention  without  delay.

Newborough  - The  parish  of  Newborough  appears  to  be  developing  into  a 
holiday  and  tourist  centre  with  a large  increase  in  summer  population. 
Public  conveniences  as  such  have  not  been  provided  but  the  need  for  these 
facilities  in  the  very  near  future  is  rapidly  becoming  apparent. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Llandegfan  - Work  is  proceeding  according  to  schedule  and  completion 
expected  in  July,  1967.  When  the  scheme  is  completed,  no  doubt,  this 
will  lead  to  further  development  in  that  part  of  the  district,, 

Llangaffo  - This  work  commenced  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  it 
is  anticipated  that  sewers  and  treatment  works  will  be  m operation 
about  September,  1967. 

Pmjbra^uh  - Consultation  and  preparatory  work  have  virtually  been  concluded 
and  the  scheme  will  no  doubt  commence  in  the  late  spring  or  summer  of  1967. 


• Public  sowers  have  been  provided  in  the  parishes  of  Brynsiencyn, 
Newborough,  Dwyran,  Malltraeth,  Hermon,  Bethel,  Gaerwen,  Llanfairpwll, 

Star- Penmynydd  end  the  Council  will  no  doubt  be  giving  consideration,  in 
due  course,  to  the  provision  of  schemes  to  serve  Llengoed,  Penmon  and 
Llanddaniel  with  a review  of  the  existing  arrangements  at  Llanfairpwll 
and  Gaerwen.
